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COMMENDS SENATE PRESIDENT AND SPEAKER 
ON CIVIL SERVICE CAREER EXECUTIVE BILL CITES 


NEEDS FOR MODERNIZATION 


“Senate President, Maurice A. 
Donahue and House Speaker, 
Robert H. Quinn, have demon- 
strated their interest in modern- 
izing the state’s civil service and 
personnel system by filing a bill 
(H.4181) this month providing 
for career executive assignments, 
” Frank J, Zeo, Executive Vice 
President of the Massachusetts 
Taxpayers Foundation, told the 
Everett Rotary Club today. 

“They surely should be com- 
mended for this forward-looking 
action.” he said. 

Zeo explained that the career 
executive program is designed to 
attract highly qualified and care- 
fully chosen people to selected 
positions of high administrative 
and policy-influencing levels in 
government employment. These 
positions would be designated 
by the Director of Civil Service 
who would give the exam- 
inations and maintain an 
eligibility list. 

“The program is sort of a 
super-merit system started in 
California in 1963”, Zeo con- 
tinued. “It is similar to the 
federal system initiated in 1966 
and was recommended last year 
by the Massachusetts Demo- 
cratic Advisory Council. 

Zeo said that the Taxpayers 
Foundation has studied the new 
program and “we are most en- 
thusiastic about it. The Civil 
Service Council has carefully 
drafted its own version of legisla- 
tion to create such a program. 
This proposal has been made 
available to the Legislature and 
to others. 

“In the careet executives pro- 
gram,” what we’re talking about 
is earmarking only three of four 
hundred sensitive career jobs in 
the state service...jobs which 
could be filled in the near future 
by the best qualified people 
available. This is only one-half of 
one percent of the 60,000 jobs 
in the state service. “Is this too 
much to ask in helping to raise 
the quality of our state govern- 
ment?” Zeo asked. “We don’t 
think so.” 

**As you and IJ look to Beacon 
Hill, this could be a year of 
exceptional accomplishment for 
the Governor and the Legisla- 
ture,” Zeo told the Everett Ro- 
tarians. “It could be a year when 
we could change the Common- 
wealth’s archaic, broken-down 
and costly personnel manage- 
ment system to a modern system 
adapted to today’s highly com- 
p-titive times. The sooner the 


Governor and the Legislature 
act, the sooner the 
citizen-taxpayers of Massachu- 
setts and their servants reap the 
benefits. 

“As taxpayers, you and I are 


supporting a state and local pay- 
roll of close to $1,200,000,000 a 
year covering about 210,000 em- 
ployees with the state pay all 
alone spiraling upward at the 


rate of over $3,000,000 a 
month. 
‘There just isn’t enough 


money to pay for all the wants 
and needs of our state if we 
intend to spend within the limits 
that taxpayers can reasonably be 
expected to pay,” Zeo con- 
tinued. “Our state budget now 
exceeds $1,200,000,000 and we 
haven’t seen the ceiling yet. It’s 
going to take hundreds of 
millions of dollars more in the 
next decade to finance programs 
already authorized. More taxes 
are not the whole answer even 
though more state taxes will be 
needed again starting next year. 

“But we must also step up our 
efforts fo curb unnecessary 
spending and to find other ways 
and means of stretching tax 
dollars. 

“I can think of no better way 
of improving the quality of the 
Commonwealth’s government 
while holding down future tax 
increases than to modernize the 
state’s civil service and personnel 
system. This is the foundation 
upon which we must build any 
attempt to get better govern- 
ment at reasonable cost,” Zeo 
emphasized. 

“When we start to examine 
what’s wrong on Beacon Hill, we 
come right down to the problem 
of people. When. you criticize 
government, you're criticizing 
people in government and here 
in Massachusetts, all of us, bo.4 
in and out of government are 
victims of a hopelessly had per- 
sonnel and civil service system.” 

Citing numerous specific ex- 
amples of the weaknesses of the 
Commonwealth’s civil service 
system, Zeo asked “How can we 
expect to run our government 
efficiently and economically 
without good people? 


“We simply can’t,” he said. 
“This means we'll continue to 
have a first-class mess on our 
hands unless the Legislature 
changes the system, We can ex- 
pect costs to increase and we can 
expect a major breakdown in 
state services, more trouble like 
the trouble we’ve had at the 
Bridgewater Institution for the 
Criminally Insane, at the Fernald 
School for the Mentally Retard- 
ed and right now at the Deer 
Island Sewage Treatment Plant 
in Boston Harbor. In all these 
cases there were failures in some 


aspect of personnel manage- 
ment.” 
Zeo called upon the 
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community leaders to communi- 
cate their views to Beacon Hill 
and to help develop strong pub- 
lic sentiment in favor of meeting 
the Commonwealth’s Number 
One Need — Civil Service and 
Personnel Modernization.

THE LOUD SOCIETY 


“Like water pollution and air 
pollution, we don’t want it but 
our teachnology keeps turning it 
out.” 

So declares the TV tiews- 
caster; the “it” in his sentence 
refers, of course, to “sound pol- 
lution” or excessive noise, And 
as though to underscore the 
point, his appearance on the 
screen is followed by the sudden 
surprise bellow of a pitch-man 
plugging the station’s “coming 
events,” aided by screaming 
sound effects, crashing music, 
yelping voices, and psychedelic 
visual patterns. 

Maybe it’s an old: story by 
now-the story of man’s struggle 
for health and sanity undercut 
by his passion for gadgetry. 
Raucous electronic sounds make 
exciting sales pitches, which gen- 
erate higher turnover, which pro- 
duce more prosperity, which re- 
quires still more violent sounds 
to produce still more prosperity. 

Similarly, whether in manu- 
facturing, construction or trans- 
portation, 
ment often seems to mean maxi- 
mum noise. Or, as one psycho- 
logist ironically summed it up, 
“Happiness is 
graine.” 

Meanwhile ear specialists, 
psychologists and efficiency ex- 
perts keep noticing the side 
effects. Steady supersound, they 
warn, can cause hearing damage,

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fatigue, and increased accidents 
due to distraction. Everybody 
agrees, while things get noisier. 
Looming in the near distance are 
the sonic boom and a further 
crescendo of electronic mer- 
chandising. 

But the “picture isn’t al- 
together bleak. Noise control 
programs exist in a number of 
cities, and some have have made 
a little headway. What we can all 
do is to tell our Congressmen 
(while they can still hear us) to 
get behind one of the many 
federal noise control bills now 
languishing for lack of active 
support. 


HERE IS A TRUE STORY 
OF A CAR THEFT 


On Memorial Day many boys 
were at the beach. A few had 
some beer and in the heat of the 
day they got a little high. A boy 
drove up in a station wagon and 
stopped at a phone booth to 
make a call. He left the motor 
running. 

To his consternation he saw a 
kid he knew slightly run up from 
the beach, jump into the station 
wagon and drive off at-a terrible 
speed. The car headed for town 
and the boy notified the police 
of what had happened. 

Half-an-hour later the police 
had a feport. The stolen car had 
side-swiped another car on a 
turn at such a speed that the 
station wagon was a total loss. 
The thief had run off in terror 
but had been caught, slightly 
drunk, He said he had just gone 
home to get more ice. 

In the sequel the thief got a 
suspended sentence, but the in- 
surance company got a judgment 
against his family for $1000. 
This made it impossible for the 
boy to go to college. 

This is a less dramatic story 
than the usual ones told to 
persuade you to always lock 
your car and never leave the 
motor running when you're not 
in it. A boy could be sent to 
reform school, he could be in- 
volved in a fatal accident or a 
crime just because he swiped a 
car. 

The point is that a chain of 
misfortune often begins because 
a car is unlocked, because the 
motor is running, because the 
wrong opportunity has been 
offered.

SAFE LAWN MOWING 


Rotary power lawnmowers 
are efficient and easy to use in 
cutting almost any lawn. Al- 
though most mowers complying 
with design and construction 
standards carry a large triangular 
seal with the maker’s certifica- 
tion that the machine conforms 
to national safety specifications, 
the seal is no guarantee against 
mishap. Protect yourself and 
others. 

Before You Mow 

The Massachusetts Nursery- 
men’s Association suggests that 
you learn about your mower and 
its controls thoroughly. Read 
the instruction manual, and 
follow its recommendations. 

Fill the fuel tank before start- 
ing, and don’t refuel a hot or 
running engine. 

Clear the area of children, 
adults, and pets. 

Pick up foreign objects that 
could be thrown by the blade. 

Start the mower only where 
your footing is firm, Don’t mow 
wet grass. 


While You Mow 

Keep your feet clear of the 
machine. Push it ahead as you 
walk - don’tstop and pull it back 
towards your feet. Watch for 
foreign objects. 

Stay away from the discharge 
side of the mower, and never 
“aim” the discharge in the direc- 
tion of people. Also, be careful 
about discharging against fences, 
objects, or walls from which 
debris might rebound after leav- 
ing the mower. 

Stop the engine or disengage 
the clutch before pushing the 
mower across raods, driveways, 
or rough areas. Be wary of holes 
that could allow a wheel to 
drop, putting the blade against 
the ground. Always stop the 
engine before leaving the mower, 
even for a moment. 

Mow across the slope with a 
walk-behind mower, not up and 


down it. Be cautious with 
riding-type machines. on slopes 
or uneven ground. With a 
“rider”, always mow up and 
down the slope to prevent tip- 
ping. 

Don’t allow children to oper- 
ate the mower or to be around 
when it is running 


Shut off the mower and then 
wait a few minutes before un- 
clogging. Overheated mowers 
may turn over a few times even 
after the motor has been stop- 
ped. Before tipping the mower 
for inspection, stop the engine 
and disconnect the spark plug 
wire. Remove the .spark plug 
when you work on the mower’s 
underside to eliminate any 
chance of firing. 

Be aware of these potential 
dangers when using power equip- 
ment and you will have many 
years of injury-free use from 
them.

Cut Calory Intake 
To Trim Waistline 


Counting calories is a favorite 
pastime among those of us who 
want to lose weight. 

The term “‘calory” is used as 
a unit in expressing the energy- 
producing value of food. When we 
say that a tablespoon of honey 
contains about 100 calories, it 
means that the honey, when util- 
ized by the tissues of the body, 
will release that amount of energy 
to be expended in bodily activity. 

The usual weight-reduction 
goal of one or two pounds’ loss per 
week is achieved by-a daily intake 
of 500 to 1,000 calories less than 
the intake needed to maintain the 
weight at which reducing was 
begun. 

The American Medical Asso- 
ciation’s home health book, To- 
day's Health Guide points out that 
1,000 calories represent the small- 
est practical intake that can pro- 
vide the recommended daily allow- 
ances of essential minerals and 
vitamins through usual food 
sources. For children, the mini- 
mum’ figure on which to lose 
weight is close to 1,600 calories, 
with 1,800 often recommended to 
ensure a margin of safety. 

But all of us are different, and 
caloric needs are an individual 
affair. They should be worked out 
in consultation with your physi- 
cian. He can help you arrive at a 
reasonable figure, permitting you 
to lose weight steadily and gradu- 
ally, and at the same time main- 
tain good health and not go

Liquid formula diets unques- 
tionably have helped many per- 
sons to lose weight. Although some 
of these preparations combine the 
merits of economy, acceptability 
and nutritional balance, they lend 
themselves to short-term, intensive

weight loss. This only postpones 
the day of reckoning when the 
dieter must return to usual food- 
stuffs. 

Calory charts will help guide 
you in determining what you can 
eat, and in what quantity, to main- 
tain your desired daily intake. 
Some diet specialists now recom- 
mend five or six small meals a 
day, rather than two or three large 
ones, Others favor periods of com- 
plete fasting at the onset of the 
diet for an excessively overweight 
person. 

Whatever program your phy- 
sician prescribes for you, there is 
one important thing to remember 
—calories do count. To lose weight, 
we must expend more energy than 
we take in.

NEW YORK (CFN)—A little-known group of chemicals today 
is being used for such varied jobs as snuffing out roaring oil fires, pro- 
tecting clothing and furniture from stains, increasing the efficiency of 
jet engines and encasing artificial bones implanted in humans. 


Called fiuorochemicals, these 
substances afe formed by com- 
bining peaceful carbon with the 
wild and «unpredictable fluorine. 

A decade ago, a small experi- 
mental project was started to ex- 
amine the usefulness of these syn- 
thetic materials to give oil and 
water repellency to textiles. 

Fluorochemicals today are pro- 
duced in liquid, semirigid and rigid 
forms and are performing a wide 
range of unusual tasks in the 
home, industry and outer space. 
These exotic compounds “today 
can smother oil and gasoline fires, 
encase artificial bones and other 
medical deyices installed in the 
human body, cool: sensitive elec- 
trical equipment, and protect 
packages, menus and other paper 
products from oily and watery 
stains, 

Fluorochemical inert liquids do 
not mix with oil and water, do 
not react with metals or plastics, 
remain stable at high temper-

atures and will not conduct elec- 
tricity less than 35,000 volts. A 
tape recorder immersed in a 
fluorochemical fluid works per 
fectly and the sound can be trans- 
mitted to an amplifier without 
being affected by the fluid. 


A fluorochemical treatment for 
glass is currently being evaluated 
as a means of helping airline 
pilots see in rainy weather. The 
treatment forces raindrops — to 
break up in tiny beads which are 
blown away by wind. 


In solid state, products fash- 
ioned from fluorochemicals can 
withstand extremely high or low 
temperatures, resist attack by al- 
kalies and acids and can be ma- 
chined to the tolerance of steel. 

Fluorocarbon seals, o-rings and 
valve linings are being used-in the 
presence of liquid hydrogen and 
liquid oxygen in the engines of 
space vehicles.

encased in “Kel-F” plastic can 
be harmlessly implanted in a 
human head to measure signals 
from certain areas of the brain. 
Fluorocarbon plastics ace among 
the few foreign substances the 
body will not reject. 

In the packaging field, where 
the appearance of a package is an 
important consideration to the 
shopper, a fluorochemical called 
“Scotc.iban” prevents staining 
from oily or greasy materials in- 
side cartons and sacks, 

The chemical, being incomp- 
atible with oil, is applied to the 
outer layer or overwrap of the 
package and resists staining from 
the inside by dog food, snack 
foods and other edible products 
containing oily material. 

The forerunner of this diverse 
chemical group, “Scotchgard” re- 
peller, is finding widening use to- 
day as a rain or stain repeller on 
raincoats, jackets, slacks, slip- 
covers, upholstered furniture, 
tablecloths and even suede leather 
goods. 

A more exotic offspring of this 
basic chemical technology is a 
new fire fighting foam with unique 
abilities to snuff out the most 
intense oil, gasoline or chemical 
fires in seconds, 

Dubbed “light water”, the 
frothy foam is much lighter than 
ordinary protein foam compounds 
and spreads an extremely thin 
coating over oil surfaces to pre- 
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vent the formation of vapors and 
thus flames. 

Proper use of this new chemical 
may mean the saving of lives of 
airplane crash victims. Because 
the foam will hold back encroach- 
ing flames once a thin blanket has 
been laid down, a corridor could 
be cut through a flaming fuel 
pool to provide victims with an 
escape route. 

Fluorochemicals originally were 
developed by Dr. Joseph Simons, 
then a professor at Penn State 
University. 3M Company pur- 
chased rights to Simons’ incom- 
plete process and established a 
laboratory to develop and com- 
mercialize these products. 

Dr. H. G. Bryce, technical 
director of 3M’s Chemical Divi- 
sion, feels that fluorochemicals 
will be among the more dazzling 
of the products of the future. 

“Some day we may do away 
with automobile windshield wip- 
ers because a fluorochemical film 
may prevent rain from distort- 
ing Vision,” he said, “It's con- 
ceivable that the car of the future 
may have to be lubricated only 
once because a thin coating of a 
fluorochemical on metal will keep 
oil from leaking away from 
working parts.” 

Dr. Bryce points out that these 
speculations are “blue sky,” but 
adds, “with products that succeed 
by doing practically nothing, al- 
most anything is possible.”
